Two Forest Fires 
In County Sunday 


Two forest fires were report- 
ed to the Conservation Depart- 
ment on Sunday. 

A fire at Frederic, set by a 
fuse, burned about 1/10th of an 
acre before being put out by 
the department. 

Another fire east of Grayling 
off M-72 located in section 23, 
T26N, R2W, burned vbout 10 
acres before being stopped by 
the Conservation department. A 
party with a burning permit was 
doing some burning when the 
fire got away.

been a total of 9 forest fires 
burning about 17-7/10 acres. The 
woods are relatively dry and ex- 
treme’ ¢aution should be taken 
with any type of a fire, depart- 
ment officials said.

In your April 16 editorial 
“School Problems Still Exist’’ 
you mentioned two possible an- 
swers: Portable Classrooms or 
a Middle School, with the only 
alternatives being: Consolidation 
with another county or student 
I feel that 
you overlooked a most logical 
Exten- 
sion of the school year to twelve 
months by dividing the year into 
four three-month terms. 

With this plan we could ac- 
commodate one-third more chil- 
dren than we have room for 
now. There would be no need to 
change the length of each indi- 
vidual child’s school year — he 
would attend school for three 
terms (nine months) and have 
the fourth term off (three 
months). With an enrollment. of 
1200, we would have 900 in school 
and 300 on vacation at all times. 

han, people from their sum- 
mer vacation routine may not be 
popular — but then, neither was 
the three million dollar bond ~ 
and we cannot be anti-every- 
thing. Lf we are opposed to one 
issue we must decide on a work- 
able alternati+e. 

After all, we like to think of 
‘our area as the center of the 
Water-Winter-Wonderland. What 
about a vacation during ski sea- 
son? How about deer hunting?— 
Trout fishing? There are many 


.desirable vacation times, once 


we get used to the idea. Our 
Chamber of Commerce might 
want to advertise the fact that 
we enjoy our year-round vaca- 
tion land so much that we offer 
a choice of vacation seasons to 
our students. If the idea caught 
on and spread to other schools, 
the resort owners would prob- 
able enjoy having year-round 
business instead of having to 
turn it away during a short sea- 
son. 

Another way the school facili- 
ties could be extended is by Sat- 
urday classes — fifty two Sat- 
urdays per year could add up 
te an additional ten weeks plus, 
on our present five-day week 
basis. How about Sundays — 
fifty two of them — another ten 
weeks of classroom space. De- 
Sitavie? — Mayue nut, but a 
possibility. [he way it has al- 
bt been done is not necessari- 
ly the best. Let’s list all the 
possibilities then discard the 
least desirable. Cutting down on 
our children’s education by hav- 
ing half-day classes would be 
the first plan on my discard pile. 

Now, when education is be- 
coming more and more impor- 
tant, let’s not give our children 
less of it. In this decade ex- 
travagance is going out of style. 
It is no longer popular to prove 
our wealth by wasting it. We will 
need new school facilities soon. 
Perhaps we need them new. 
Let's prove our heed by using 
our present facilities and plan- 
ning to use any new facilities as 
nearly full time as is feasible, 
and not pay milfions of dollars 
for schools that will stand idle. 
We can start here and now to 
conserve our resources in our 
own community.

The Case of the Editor’s Memo 


The epidemic of political memo-leaking —which 
has afflicted presidential aides Danie} Moynihan 
and Harry Dent, among others—apparently has 
extended to Michigan. 

The suspected leak involves the candidacy of 
Lenore Romney for the senate. 

In a recent issue of The Detroit Free Press, 
over the byline of John S. Knight in his weekly 
Editor’s Notebook, appeared «i admonition to the 


Michigan press in general headed: “Give Her a- 


Chance.” 

Let us quote Mr. Knight, who is boss-man of the 
powerful Knight chain of newspapers: 

“Much of the Michigan press is taking a dim 
view of the way Lenore Romney's candidacy for 
the United States Senate got launched. 


“This is a reflection on the state GOP 
organization, not on her. ‘fhe rumors of her 
political demise seem premature. 

“The charming and irrepressible Lenore, wife of 
HUD Secretary and former governor George 
Romney, is quite a politician in her own right. 


“She is smart, knowledgeable and articulate. 
Her presence in the race -should add zest and 
excitement and provide plenty of good newspaper 
copy.” 

So wrote Editor Knight, from his sanctum at 
The Miami Herald, we presume. 


be sound. However, as far as my admittedly 
cursory reading of Michigan newspapers can 
detect, about the only two newspapers in Michigan 
which have made sport of Mls. Romney's 
candidacy have been the Free Preas and the 
Farwell News, where Editor Joe Grim prefers Sen. 
Robert Huber. 

Therefore, it is obvious to me that what appears 
ever Mr. Knight’s byline was actually an 
inter-office:- memo, from Miami to. Detroit, where 
over-zealous Free Press editors put it in the paper 
on the usually-reliable premise that anything in 
writing from the boss should see the light of print. 


On the other hand, the Knight memo may have 
been leaked from the Free Press mail boy directly 
to the composing room, into the hands of an alert 
linotype operetor. But whether this typographer 
was for Lenore or against her, I haven’t been ane 

te determine. 

It appears to me that this general line—reflected 
also in the comments of several local level 
Repubiicans in the same vein—already is building 
the defensive brush fire that Mrs. Romney as a 
candidate will not get a fair shake in the press. 
This is a gratuitious presumption at this point, in 
my opinion. 

Obviously a Lenore fan at this point, Mr. Knight 
concluded his memo with this comparison: 

“And for that matter, isn’t she (Mrs. Romney) 
at jeast as well qualified to serve in the Congress as 


Rep. Martha Griffiths or Sen. Margaret Chase 
Smith?” 

Since I have heard this same rhetorical question 
from others, looked up the official biographies of 
the two ladies in question. 

Mrs. Griffiths was « practicing attomey before 
serving two terms in the Michigan Legislature, and 
then as a judge of Detroit Recorder’s Court before 
her election to Congress. 


Mrs. Smith was a teacher in Maine, then a 
business executive, then secretary to a 
congressman, then elected congressman, and 
finally elected senator. The congressman for whom 
she was secretary, incidentally, and whose seat she 
filled in the House after his death, was her 
husband. 


By the way of contrast, perhaps, Mrs. Romney’s 
statement upon her selection as concensus choice 
by Republican leaders returned to mind. Said Mrs. 
Romney: 

“If you're going to dream, dream right, because 
Amertcs is not what they say she is. America is 
America. 

“Et need your help. If you’ll walk with me and 


work together with all of your hearts, we can win ~ 


this race. 

“This race is so important we must either stand 
up and. be illuminated or sit down and be 
eliminated.”
